Promoting Interest 
In Numismatics 

To the writer it has been a most forceful object lesson to observe the 
interest in exhibits in the field of numismatics, when they are accompanied 
by a brief description of the material, its historical background and reference 
to some of the most interesting items. 

Hobby shows are one of the avenues through which people can be inter- 
ested in numismatics. This has been demonstrated by the popularity of 
hobby shows encouraged by the company group with which I am associated. 

I have from time to time entered exhibits and believe that a brief descrip- 
tion of them may encourage other collectors to make similar use of conven- 
tions, meetings, exhibitions and hobby shows in their own locality. By sub- 
mitting exhibits, interesting people and thus gaining recruits, new blood 
will be brought into our field, which is necessary for its perpetuation. 

My most recent exhibit was a shield of United States fractional currency. 
To many people this would be a colorful exhibit and merely that. The 
award of first prize for my exhibit, I believe, was largely the result of attach- 
ing to the frame the following statement, typed and photographically 
enlarged to double size. The explanation of the origin of the shields, their 
purpose and comments on the interesting items, attracted attention and 
held interest that otherwise would be momentary or lacking:

Fractional Currency Sliicitl. 

Almost seventy years ago collections of thirty-nine specimens of United 
States fractional currency of the first three issues (1862-1869) were mounted 
on engraved mats and framed by the United States Treasury Department 
and distributed to banks, business houses, etc. 

It is believed the purpose of these “Shields was to facilit^e the identi- 
fication of genuine notes and the detection of counterfeits. On account of 
the continual appearance of counterfeits, several kinds of papers, new issues 
of different design and the withdrawal fsom cisculation of easliei issues 

wore resorted to. -i 

The specimens are printed on only one side and show the fronts ^ud 
backs of the various notes. The imprint “Specimen on the reverse side 
sometimes can be seen through the paper. 

Notes of the First Issue bear a replica of the 5-cent oi 10-cent postage 
stamps of that period, an outgrowth of the use of stamps for small 
when hard money disappeared from circulation after the outbreak of the

The three-cent note (Third Issue) is the smallest denomination ever is- 
sued in paper money by the United States. * - ^ c? at « 2 ii 

The five-cent note (Third Issue) bears the portrait of S. M. Claik, Su- 
perintendent of the Treasury. His assurance in thus using his portrait so 
spurred Congress that an Act was passed in 1866 prohibiting the portrait of 
any living person appearing on any notes or bonds. This Act is still in 

^°The fifteen-cent notes bearing the portraits of General Grant and Gen- 
pra.1 Sherman were essays and were never issued because of this Act. 

Autograph signatures of Colby and Spinner on some of the specimens are 
very rfre in a shield. On notes issued for circulation, signatures we^re en- 
graved, and the backs of all notes, except three denomination of the Second 
Issue, were green. 


Another illustration of such an exhibit is a frame of Confederate States 
of America paper money, which was also given first prize at a similar hobby 
show. This exhibit consisted of eighteen notes of the Montgomery, July 
25th, 1861, September 2nd, 1861, and 1862, 1863 and 1864 issues. The 
following explanatory remarks were included under the appropriate groups 
of notes: 

CJeiieral Reinark.s. 


As a hobby, the paper currency of the Confederate Stages of America, 
issued from 1861 to 1 865, has many interesting aspects. There 
seventy types of notes and many varieties, which offer a wide 
the general and the specializing collector. T^is is in the numismatic 
field of collecting. The notes make a very effective display and most of 
them are available at low cost. They have no ^ 

change. The large number of notes and issues, and their i^terest-be^anng 
and redemption provisions, trace the hopes and fortunes of the Confedei - 
acy through the four crucial years of our Civil War period.

Moiitg'oiiiory IsMiie. 

These notes were issued at Montg-omery, Alabama, the original capital of 
the Confederacy, which was moved to Richimond, Virginia, later in 1861. 
They were payable in twelve months and bore interest at 3.65 per cent, per 
annum. The $1000 and $500 notes are among the rarest of all Confederate 
notes. There were only 607 issued of each of these two denominations, and 
1606 each of the two lower “Montgomery” denominations. 

July Is.siie. 

These notes were payable two years after date and were fundable in stock 
or bonds bearing eight per cent, interest. The quality of engraving and 
paper are generally inferior. The $5 denomination is called by collectors 
“The Manouvrier Note” and is one of the few Confederate notes for which 
in very fine condition a collector may pay more than face value. 

SeptcMiiber 18(M, I.ssiie. 

These notes provide for redemption “Six Months After the Ratification 
of a Treaty of Peace Between the Confederate States and the United States” 
but still are fundable in 8 per cent, stock or bonds. There are about twenty- 
five types of this issue. The portrait on the $50 note is of Jefferson Davis, 
President of the Confederacy. The $10 note depicts General Marion’s 
historic “Sweet Potato Dinner” (nothing but). 

1802 and 1808 I.s.sues. 

These are notes of various issues in 1862 and 1863. The declining prospects 
of the Confederacy are illustrated by certain notes of the April 6th, 1863, 
issue, which provide for redemption “Two Years After the Ratification of 

a Treaty of Peace ” Many of the designs on notes of this and other 

issues have allegorical or historical significance and include portraits and 
scenes of current interest. 

February 17tli, 18414, Issue. 

The issue of February 17th, 1864, totaling nine notes, in denominations 
from $500 to 50c., was the last Confederate issue. All funding and interest- 
bearing provisions have vanished. During the closing months of the Con- 
federacy these notes were issued in large quantities, the final stage of paper 
money inflation. 

It is hoped that the citation of these two cases may encourage other 
numismatists to take advantage of the opportunities that often arise to 
acquaint the general public with the interesting features of our field. It is 
apparent that one of the important reasons for the rapidly increasing interest 
in stamp collecting is the publicity given to it by its advocates, wherever 
opportunity offers. Numismatists can well take a leaf out of the book of 
philately in making itself known. 


REVIVAL OP PROOF ( OINS AT U. S. MINT. 

After a lapse of more than twenty years, the custom of striking proof 
coins at the United States Mint is to be revived, according to news from 
Washington. A press dispatch says: 

“Secretary Morgenthau has announced he had authorized the mint to 
resume the practice of issuing “proof” coins — pieces stamped from polished 
discs, which are regarded as near perfection. Proof coins, official said, are 
free of mechanical flaws, and are issued primarily as collection pieces and 
souvenirs. The practice of minting them was discontinued about twenty 
years ago. 

“An extra charge will be made for the purchases of such pieces. A fifty- 
cent piece will cost twenty-five cents in addition to its face value, plus 
eight cents postage charges; twenty-five cent pieces will command an ad- 
ditional twenty-five cents; ten-cent pieces will cost ten cents additional; 
five-cent pieces will cost fifteen cents extra, and one-cent coins will cost 
fifteen cents additional. 

“No ‘proof’ pieces of silver dollars will be made unless demand requires 
a substantial coinage later. It was understood at the Treasury that the 
resumption of such minting was ordered on a suggestion of Louis M. Howe, 
secretary to President Roosevelt, a few weeks before his death.” 

These prices show a considerable advance over the prices formerly charged 
for proof coins. The former price was $1 for the three silver coins and 
eight cents for the minor set. 
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Centenary of Royal Secrets That Coins 

Numismatic Society Keep— And Teii 

The value of the study of the science of numismatics in revealing fasci- 
nating metallic clues to past history, and to ages that had long since 
crumbled to dust, was briefly mentioned by Mr. A. Quinnell in a paper 
dealing with the centenary of the Royal Numismatic Society, 19 3 6, read 
before the New Zealand Numismatic Society at a recent meeting. 

After quoting passages from the Royal Charter giving reasons for elevat- 
ing the society among scientific institutions, the speaker dealt with some 
phases of the study of numismatics which had materially helped to mirror 
past history. He instanced the confused chronology of India and pointed 
out how copper plates and coins with their interesting inscriptions had ma- 
terially helped to throw some light on the dark history of that country. 
He reviewed various methods of dating adopted by various races down to 
the Christian era, and then mentioned the Mohammedan conquest of India 
600 years later, when the coins of that country began to bear dates from 
the Hegira — A. D. 662 — the date of Mahomet’s flight from Mecca to Medina. 

Mr. Quinnell pointed out that Eastern rulers who carved their way to 
power or to the throne usually, as a first act, issued coinage bearing their 
superscriptions to establish themselves in their new domains. These kings 
were today 

Dust unto Dust, and under Dust to lie 

whilst their coins remained as mute evidence of their fleeting sojourn on 
this earth. If these coins could only speak, what a tale they could tell — a 
tale of the fall and sack of cities; of innumerable deaths, by poison, by 
assassination, and in battle; of murder plotted to gain possession of con- 
cealed hoards; of torture of owners of wealth to make them reveal the 
places of concealment! And what a tale they could tell of the hands 
through which they passed — poet and peasant, king and slave, courtesan 
and courtier, soldiers, sailors, buccaneers, perhaps as pay or loot, treasured 
by misers, squandered by prodigal sons, used for buying slaves, as bribes 
to obtain or defeat justice, to disgrace a rival, and in innumerable ways 
in the manner of the times! What sidelights on history these coins could 
throw! Today they remain silent in the collections of great institutions or 
in the cabinets of students and collectors of coins and medals. 

Collectors of coins and medals are really custodians of history, for time 
has amply proved metal to be more enduring than stone. The printed 
word, of course, is gradually going to dust, and it would be difficult to say 
how many existing books would be readable in 300 to 500 years. After 
that short period, when the existing members of the society were “Dust unto 
Dust and under Dust to lie” the coins and medals in their possession would 
live on, to enrich other collections, and to bear mute testimony to our 
existence. Even them, as now, numismatics will remain a major branch in 
the study of archaeology. 

The British Empire must fall — as all other empires and kingdoms have 
fallen — and perhaps in 2,000 years in New Zealand the sole remembrance 
of the late King George V, whose memory is now so vivid, will be a New 
Zealand coin in a local collection or jingling in the pockets of some person 
present; or may be the sole medallic recognition of New Zealand may go 
down to posterity in the shape of the society’s Waitangi-Bledisloe medal 
which may interest numismatists of the future in a New Zealand ruled by 
a yellow or a black king, whose empire is greater than any before it. Who 
knows?

WORLD NUMISMATIC C ONGRESS. 

At a recent meeting of the New Zealand Numismatic Society Mr. Allan 
Sutherland, F.R.N.S., reported that an International Numismatic Congress 
was to be held in London in June-July of this year, and that with the 
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president, Prof. J. Rankine Brown, he had received a special invitation 
from the president of the Royal Numismatic Society to attend, as the meet- 
ing had been arranged in connection with the centenary of that society. 
Although four members of the society had been present in London last 
year, he did not know of any members likely to be present this year, and 
accordingly he suggested that Sir John Hanham, Bt., of Wimborne, Dorset, 
England, a foundation member of the New Zealand Numismatic Society, be 
asked to represent New Zealand. This was agreed to. 

The Congress will be held under the auspices of the Numismatic Com- 
mission of the Comite International des Sciences Historiques, and apart 
from discussions of topics of general interest, and shorter papers, the work 
in general will be divided over the following sections — Greek, Roman, 
Medieval and Modern, British and Colonial, Oriental, and medals, and 
medallions. 


Cushcd Ifl Hell! ^ Sidelight On Idol Worship 

Some very interesting and unusual forms of money have been exhibited 
before the New Zealand Numismatic Society, but perhaps the most startling 
exhibit of recent times was a Chinese bank note, redeemable in Hades, ex- 
hibited by Mr. Harold N. Vivian, secretary of the China Inland Mission in 
Wellington, at the last meeting of the society. 

In submitting the note Mr. Vivian explained that the note, which was 
used in idol worship, was one of countless thousands, printed with the 
same number, “4343,” and purporting to be for 50|, redeemable at the 
“Silver Bank of Hades.” The Chinese burn these notes before their idols 
in the belief that the idols will accept them at their face value. Merit in 
the next world is expected at 50$ a time. The note is attractively designed 
in two colors, black and red. 

In accepting the exhibit Mr. Allan Sutherland stated that it was indeed 
an interesting sidelight on idol — or, as some might say, idle — worship, but 
it was interesting to observe the antiquity of Chinese customs, for histo- 
rians claimed that bank notes existed in China 4,600 years ago, a very 
long time before the dawn of the Christian era, and before the adoption of 
Christian standards by which we now judge these Chinese customs. Evi- 
dently some Chinese knew how to “send money up in smoke” other than 
per medium of the opium pipe. 

The note exhibited was apparently a counterfeit, printed, not for circu- 
lation, but merely to deceive the devil, and if a custom necessitated burn- 
ing money, well, counterfeit bank notes and cheques should do as well as 
any other! 

To give to a Scotsman a bank note redeemable in the “Silver Bank of 
Hades” was perhaps an invitation or an encouragement for him to go far; 
to present such a note at a local bank would perhaps impute an “agency” 
with the devil, which the Associated Banks would surely resist; to give 
it to the tax gatherer might be treated as another form of impolite greet- 
ing, and therefore he would retain it in his collection, for at least it would 
be comforting to know that in an emergency he could count on 50$ ! 

Numismatists were indebted to Mr. Vivian in snatching this bank note 
“from the burning” and exhibiting it as an interesting sidelight on numis- 
matic studies. A. S.

12443 entitled a “Bill to authorize the coinage of 50-cent silver pieces in 
commemoration of the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the adoption 
of the Constitution of the United States.” . 

The text of the bill will disclose its contents, and I wish that you would 
publish it in the earliest possible issue of The Numismatist; and I would 
ask your co-operation in all ways possible to secure favorable action on the 
bill. (The bill is printed elsewhere in this issue. — Editor.) 

I am sending copies of the same to T. James Clark, the President of the 

^ It^ is^my opinion that there is no greater anniversary to justify a special 
coinage than the coming 150th anniversary of the Constitution, which will 
be an event that is unquestionably nationwide, and the enactment of this 
bill certainly will tend to bring the matter of the Constitution to the minds 
of all citizens and people of the country.

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“Constitution Half Dollar” it will be brought into vast circulation. By the 
suspension of the issue of the regular half dollars it will be more noticeable, 
and by having the anniversary date of the coin itself, the memory of 
September 17, 1787, will become everlasting.

The Wisconsin Half Dollar 

The bill authorizing the Wisconsin commemorative half dollar was signed 
by President Roosevelt early in May. In anticipation of favorable action 
by Congress and the President, designs had been prepared, and the illus- 
trations here are from the sculptor’s models. The obverse shows a badger 
and the inscription “Wisconsin Territorial Centennial,” in addition to the 
inscriptions required by law for United States coins. The reverse has the 
Great Seal of Wisconsin. This will be the first commemorative coin issued 
since the Providence (R. I.) half dollar. 



The commission expects to have the coins ready to make the first distri- 
bution on June 15. There is a possibility they may be delayed slightly. 
The issue is for 25,000, and all will be from the Philadelphia mint. There 
will be only one date and type. It is said that more than one-half of the 
issue was sold before the bill was passed by Congress.

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Commemorative Coins 

The most important coinage bill introduced in Congress since those re- 
ported in our last issue was introduced in the House on April 23. This 
provides that the coinage of the usual or regular half dollar shall be sus- 
pended during 1937 and that in its stead there shall be coined a half dollar 
commemorating the 15 0th anniversary of the adoption of the United States 
Constitution. The coin would be of appropriate design, to be fixed by the 
Director of the Mint with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and would be coined in unlimited quantity and placed in circulation. The 
coinage would be for the year 19 3 7 only. The bill is as follows: 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent silver pieces in commemoration of the 
one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in order to indicate and 
demonstrate the interest and loyalty of the Government of the United States 
to the Constitution of the United States, to establish and foster a timely 
campaign of education and veneration of the same, and to provide the peo- 
ple of the United States with an appropriate commemorative of the one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the adoption of their Constitution, there 
shall be coined by the Director of the Mint during the calendar year 1937 
a special coinage of 50-cent silver pieces of standard size, weight, and fine- 
ness, but of a special appropriate design to be fixed by the Director of the 
Mint, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury. Such special 
design shall relate to the Constitution or its adoption and shall include 
thereon, in addition to all other matters now required by law, the date of 
September 17, 1787. 

Sec. 2. The expense of making the necessary dies and all other necessary 
expenses in preparation for this coinage shall be paid by the United States. 

Sec. 3. As a further means of accomplishing the purposes of this Act, 
the Director of the Mint shall suspend and cease the coinage of the usual 
or regular 50-cent silver pieces during the calendar year 1937; but noth- 
ing herein contained shall prevent or suspend the coinage of any special 
coinage authorized by law. 

Sec. 4. The 50-cent silver pieces authorized by this Act shall be legal 
tender in any payment to the amount of their face value, and may be coined 
in an unlimited number during the year 19 37 only, in the discretion of the 
Director of the Mint. 

Sec. 5. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of 
the United States and the coining or striking of the same; regulating and 
guarding the process of coinage; providing for the purchase of material, 
and for the transportation, distribution, and redemption of the coins; for 
the prevention of debasement or counterfeiting; for the security of the 
coin, or for any other purposes, whether said laws are penal or otherwise, 
shall, so far as applicable, and unless otherwise provided in this Act, 
apply to the coinage herein directed. 


Other bills recently introduced are as follows: 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the com- 
pletion of the bridges in the San Francisco Bay area. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in commemoration of the 
completion of the bridges in the San Francisco Bay area there may be coin- 
ed at the mints of the United States two hundred and fifty thousand silver 
50-cent pieces of such design as the Director of the Mint, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, may select; but the United States shall

not be subject to the expense of making the models or master dies or other 
preparations for this coinage. Not less than twenty-five thousand silver 
50-cent pieces shall be coined at one time. 

Sec. 2. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of 
the United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and 
guarding the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, for 
the transportation, distribution, and redemption of the coins, for the pre- 
vention of debasement or counterfeiting, for security of the coin, or for any 
other purposes, whether said laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so far as 
applicable, apply to the coinage authorized by this Act. 

Sec. 3. The coins authorized by this Act shall be issued only to the San 
Francisco Bay Exposition, Incorporated, or its duly authorized agent, and 
upon payment to the United States of the face value of such coins. 


A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the three- 
hundredth anniversary of the founding of York County, Maine. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in commemoration of the 
three-hundredth anniversary of the founding of York County, Maine, there 
shall be coined at a mint of the United States to be designated by the 
Director of the Mint not to exceed thirty thousand silver 50-cent pieces of 
standard size, weight, and composition and of special appropriate single 
design to be fixed by the Director of the Mint, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, but the United States shall not be subject to the 
expense of making the necessary dies and other preparations for this coinage. 

Sec. 2. The coins herein authorized shall bear the date 1936, irrespective 
of the year in which they are minted or issued, shall be legal tender in any 
payment to the amount of their face value, and shall be issued only upon 
the request of the Committee for the Commemoration of the Founding of 
York County upon payment by it of the par value of such coins, but not 
less than five thousand such coins shall be issued to it at any one time and 
no such coins shall be issued after the expiration of one year after the date 
of enactment of this Act. Such coins may be disposed of at par or at a pre- 
mium by such committee, and the net proceeds shall be used by it in de- 
fraying the expenses incidental and appropriate to the commemoration of 
such event. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of 
the United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and 
guarding the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, 
and for the transportation, distribution, and redemption of coins, for the 
prevention of debasement or counterfeiting, for the security of the coins, 
or for any other purposes, whether such laws are penal or otherwise, shall, 
so far as applicable, apply to the coinage herein authorized. 


A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the four- 
hundredth anniversary of the journey and explorations of Francisco 
Vasquez de Coronado. 

Whereas the year 1940 marks the four-hundredth anniversary of the 
journey and explorations of Francisco Vasquez de Coronado, the Spanish 
explorer, whose discoveries in the years 1540, 1541, and 1542 gave to the 
world the first comprehensive knowledge of that part of Western America 
now included within the United States of America, and including the States 
of Arizona, California, Kansas, New Mexico, Oklahoma, and Texas; and 
Whereas the State of New Mexico, by Legislative Act, has created a 
corporation known as the Coronado Cuarto Centennial Corporation for the 
purpose of properly commemorating and observing, during the year 1940, 
the phenomenal accomplishments of its first explorer: Therefore 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in commemoration of the 
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four-hundredth anniversary of the journey and explorations of Francisco 
Vasquez de Coronado there shall be coined at a mint of the United States 
to be designated by the Director of the Mint not to exceed one hundred 
thousand silver 50-cent pieces of standard size, weight, and composition, 
and of a special appropriate single design to be fixed by the Director of the 
Mint, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, but the United 
States shall not be subject to the expense of making the necessary dies and 
other preparations for this coinage. 

Sec. 2. The coins herein authorized shall bear the date 19 40, irrespective 
of the year in which they are minted or issued, shall be legal tender in any 
payment to the amount of their face value, and shall be issued only upon 
the request of the chairman or secretary of the Coronado Cuarto Centennial 
Corporation upon payment by him of the par value of such coins, but not 
less than five thousand such coins shall be issued to him at any one time 
and no such coins shall be issued after the expiration of one year after the 
date of enactment of this Act. Such coins may be disposed of at par value 
or at a premium by such committee and the net proceeds shall be used 
by it in defraying the expenses incidental and appropriate to the commemo- 
ration of such event. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of the 
United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and guard- 
ing the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, and for 
the transportation, distribution, and redemption of coins, for the prevention 
of debasement or counterfeiting, for the security of the coins, or for any 
other purposes, whether such laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so far as 
applicable, apply to the coinage herein authorized. 


Sculptor Selected for (k)luiiibia (S. C.) Half Dollar. 

A. Wolfe Davidson, 3 2-year-old Clemson College student sculptor, has 
been designated to design the 50-cent piece to be coined commemorating 
Columbia’s sesquicentennial, it was announced in Columbia by James H. 
Hammond, chairman of the coin committee. Mr. Davidson s instructions 
from the United States Mint Bureau at Washington call for a plaster cast 
design eight inches in diameter, to be submitted to the Philadelphia Mint. 
Mr. Davidson’s most recent work is a life-sized statue of Thomas Green 
Clemson, founder of Clemson College, to be cast in bronze and placed on 
the Clemson campus. 


Tlie Great I^akes Exposition Coin. 

The writer will be the distributor of the Cleveland Centennial Commemo- 
rative Half Dollars (Great Lakes Exposition), if and when issued. There 
will be only one design, and they will all be struck at one mint (probably 
the Philadelphia mint). There will be only one date, namely 19 3 6. 

The price will not be established until the coin bill has passed both 
houses (it has already passed the Senate). We are not in a position to 
accept any money at this time.

I hold no brief for Mr. Dunn, but I feel that some collectors 
are unjustly irate when, if they but look back, they will see that they lost 
out due to procrastination. 

A more flagrant instance of selling out to dealers is that of the Providence 
half dollar. I had my order, including my friends, placed with the com- 
mission on August 2, 1935, and March 31, 1936, the commission informed 
me that they could supply only one set. 

A dealer claims orders of 11,500. Well, I don’t believe that they ever 
had that many customers. But no one yelled “pirate” or “suckers” about 
the distributor. 

Let us be fair and tolerant, and when a man claims he distributed as 
equably as possible (and it is proven by the fact that no coin broker has 
any to offer, believe him, unless it has been proven otherwise.

THE PROVIDENCE HALF DOLLAR. 

As I ease this sheet into the portable I note that it is April 9th, 1936 — 
just four months since the date of a receipt for $10.25 signed by the com- 
mittee at Providence, R. I., supposed to distribute some commemorative 
half dollars. Up to this writing I have received no coins; but yesterday I 
read in The Numismatist a statement from a local Providence daily that 
sounds to me much like a misquito bar — very long, very smooth, but 
deucedly thin. In effect, the story implies that the community has gone 
numismatic in a big way. I wonder if Secretary Harry Wilson got busy at 
once, grabbed a phone directory and mailed membership application blanks 
to sundry Providence people, who have no doubt imbibed the idea that a 
New Deal Congress gazed at the clause in the forgotten Constitution that 
says “Congress shall have power to coin money and regulate the value 
thereof’’ for all the people — even gullible California collectors. The very 
thrifty of the near neighbors of the wooden nutmeg State no doubt believe 
that they can partake of their Jubilee cake, and then multiply many times 
their money on its cost also by resales of the coins. Possibly the occasion 
was represented to the thrifty burgers by the Jubilee committee that here 
was an opportunity to make collectors of the nation come across in a way 
that would make the Irish Sweepstakes look like a fish pond at a church 
social.

They, unfortunately, had no facile local historian equal 
to the Providence daily; there was only the deafening silence which, too, 
resulted from a judicious boycott of the mails for ordinary business corre- 
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spondence. Moreover, hasn’t the incident revealed to me that among the 
45,000 new amateur numismatists so created possibly a few may be inter- 
ested in bidding on a fair to middling commemorative set that I am bust- 
ing up. 

The unique reasoning of the committee carried to its logical conclusion 
would indicate that the participation of the public at large is not desired, 
and gullible coin collectors who might find themselves in the city limits 
during the celebration would do well to scan the change they get at the 
local hot-dog stands.

Dunn, distributor of the Boone commemorative coins, that I wish to tell 
you that I am one collector who has had no trouble at all in getting a single 
copy of every Boone coin ever issued.

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THE N. Y. N. C. ON THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT. 

Members of The New York Numismatic Club have read with interest the 
proposed amendment to the A. N. A. Constitution, as published on page 371 
of the May issue, which has for its purpose to consolidate the offices of 
President and Chairman of the Board, and to place the First Vice-President 
on the Board of Governors. 

This amendment was discussed at length at the meeting of our club 
held on May 8th, and such old-time members and ex-officers of the A. N. A. 
as Messrs. Farran Zerbe, Howland Wood, E. T. Newell, F. C. C. Boyd, 
Joseph Barnet, John Zug and Moritz Wormser participated in the discussion 
— all of them men who have always taken a loyal and faithful interest in 
the development of the Association, and some of whom have been especially 
instrumental in building it up. 

It was the unanimous conclusion that this proposed amendment should 
be withdrawn; that by all means the offices of President and Chairman of 
the Board should be continued separately, and that the functions of the 
offices of President and Board of Governors should be continued along the 
same lines as contained in the present Constitution, and as established by 
tradition and practice all these many years, during which the A. N. A. 
has grown and prospered; also that the offices of First and Second Vice- 
President should be continued as heretofore, without active authority in 
the management of A. N. A. affairs, except in cases of emergency. 

The members of the club believe that there is no fundamental conflict 
between these offices, and, granted that the right set of men are elected to 
these offices, there should be no difficulty for them to work with mutual 
understanding, in close co-operation and with perfect harmony; and that, 
on the other hand, in the case of dissension, it is most desirable that there 
should be a check upon each other on the part of the two leading offices. 

We trust that the conclusion reached by The New York Numismatic Club 
and its members will be convincing and of influence upon the officers and 
the general body of the A. N. A. membership. 

Of course it is to be understood that the opinion expressed by the New 
York Numismatic Club is merely a statement of principle and no reflection 
on the present officers of the Association, for whom the club has the highest 
regard, and whose work and enthusiastic efforts for the furtherance of 
numismatics the club greatly admires, and is at all times willing and anxious 
to support. 

We hope that you will find space to publish this communication in the 
June number.

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The historical significance of the city of Minneapolis starts with the dis- 
covery of St. Anthony Falls by Father Louis Hennepin in 1680. In the 
centuries which followed, the falls were viewed by many explorers. It was 
the natural thing to do to establish the beginnings of a city on the site of 
the falls. Those early days meant fur-trading in the Northwest, and they 
meant lumber. The falls were ideal for the development of power for the 
sawmills. Later as the great grain States of the Middle West and North-

west became world producers, the same falls were utilized to provide power 
for milling of grain. 

Census experts at Washington, D. C., estimated the July 1, 19 3 2, popula- 
tion of the city as 481,700. The city has won world renown as a beautiful 
municipality from its location along the deep gorge of the Mississippi River 
and the eleven lakes inside the city limits. A far-seeing park development, 
based on the lakes and the natural highways joining them, has given the

city one of the finest park and boulevard systems in the country. The 
natural setting amid many lakes gave the city in name. It was suggested 
by Charles Hoag, a pioneer business man and former school teacher. The 
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word is a compound from the Sioux and Greek tongues, “minne” being 
the Sioux name for water and “polis” the Greek word for city. 

It is difficult for the visitors who come each year by thousands to realize 
as they motor down the broad business streets, with towering skylines, and 
along the magnificent boulevards that only eighty years ago less than a 
dozen shacks were clustered near the Falls of St. Anthony on the western 
bank of the Mississippi River where now stands the business “loop.” Yet, 
it was not until August 26, 1852, that President Millard Fillmore approved 
the act of Congress reducing the size of the Fort Snelling military reserva- 
tion, which up to that time included the land west of the falls. This 
threw the greater part of Minneapolis open to settlers. 

In the early days the whole Northwest was the center for a thriving fur 
business. As in ancient times all roads led to Rome, so by the middle of

the nineteenth century, all roads in the present State of Minnesota and 
much of western Wisconsin led to St. Anthony Falls and nearby trading 
posts. From the south came the Dubuque Trail and the Spirit Lake Trail. 
One of the longest and most important of the trails was the Pembina or the 
Red River Trail from the Northwest. Today Minneapolis is the center of 
the State’s great system of trunk highways which lead from the southern 
and eastern borders into the Land of Ten Thousand Lakes. 

On June 22, 1 862, the first train rolled into St. Anthon /. It connected 
St. Anthony with St. Paul and ran over the first railroad line built in 
Minnesota. Today Minneapolis is the railroad center for the Northwest, 
being served by ten trunk line railroads, four of which are transcontinental. 

Minneapolis today has 9 23 manufacturers and 991 wholesalers. Scen- 
ically, Minneapolis is unique among all the cities of the world, for within its 
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borders lie no less than eleven bodies of water, not mere mill ponds, but 
real lakes, each with a shore line from two to live miles long. All of these 
lakes, and a half dozen smaller ones, are linked together by a magnificent 
system of parkway boulevards whose total length is fifty-eight miles. The 
Minneapolis Park Board has erected upon the smooth sand beaches along 
the shores of the lakes fine bathing beaches for the accommodation of the 
crowds who swarm there during the summer months. There are 143 parks 
within the city limits, offering more than an acre of park land for every 
ninety-two residents. In one park is Minnehaha Falls “laughing and leaping 
into the valley.” It was this colorful waterfall that inspired Longfellow to 
write “Hiawatha,” known to every school child in the land. 

General Pershing, Marshal Foch, and other celebrated generals of the 
World War have pronounced the sweeping Victory Memorial Drive to be the 
most fitting expression of reverence and respect to those who lost their lives 
in the service of their country during the World War, for a living tree will 
always keep fresh the memory of the War dead for succeeding generations.

This monuinental drive is three miles long, 200 feet wide and is lined with 
tour rows of Cathedral elms, each bearing the name of a Hennepin Countv 
soldier who lost his life in the service of his country during the World War. 

Wonderful within itself, Minneapolis possesses the added attraction of 
being the gateway to Minnesota’s Land of Ten Thousand Lakes. Within a 
radius of twenty-five miles from the city are more than 100 lakes. Only 
twelve miles away lies famed Minnetonka whose shores are lined with 
palatial summer homes, many of which would do credit to fashionable 
Newpoit. Through the State are thousands of bodies of water, teeming with 
an inexhaustible supply of game fish. The woods and prairies abound in 
game, including moose, deer, ducks, geese, pheasants, and grouse. Huntin<»-, 
fishing, bathing, boating, canoeing, camping, and the numerous additional 
recreational attractions of this North Star State give Minnesota the title of 
the “Summer Playground of the Nation” and Minneapolis the title of “The 
Vacation Capital of America.”

The bill authorizing the Antietam half dollar passed the House on May 
20. The authorized issue is 25,000 pieces. 

The last two bills introduced for commemorative coins contain a clause 
that the coins authorized shall be of a special single design. From this it 
would appear that the plan to have five different reverses for the Texas 
half dollar and three for the Arkansas coin is not popular with members oi 
Congress.
